Law Students 
Ask No Flunking 


; DETROIT (AP) — A small group of students at Wayne State 
University's law school staged a sit-in Wednesday night to support 
their demand that a no flunk-out policy be adopted. Dean Donald 
Gordon of the WSU law school said between 35 and 50 of the 1,000 
sludents in the law school took part in the demonstration. The 
university has 34,000 students. 


Dean Gordon said Ihe group supporting the no-flunk proposal 


submitted its requests at a meeting of the 35-member law school 
faculty Wednesday. The faculty then voted to reject the proposal. 
One protestor, second-year student Alice Jennings, said the 
general policy "fosters flunking out black and Chicano students." 


Gordon said that after the faculty vote, the protestors occupied 


the lobby and the first and second floor stairways of the law 
building. "The students were not a bit unruly ... they just sat 
around," Gordon said. 


Arthur Lombard, a law professor who attended the faculty 


meeting, said, however, he and some of his colleagues were 
"physically restrained and pushed back" by the protestors when 
the teachers tried to leave their offices. Lombard said no one was 
hurt. University officials indicated they had no immediate plans to 
ask the protesters to leave the building.

BIG PAYOFF FROM CAPITOL PRINT SHOPS 
Some Are Shocked; Others Not

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes says he is "shocked" to 
find that two congressional 
clerks, including one tech- 
nically appointed by him, are 
running Sl-million-a-year print 
shops rent-free on the Capitol 
grounds. 


"This is one of the archaisms 


around this place that need to be 
re-examined and 
changed," 


Rhodes said through a spokes- 
man. 


"It's clear that some other 


arrangement 
is 
necessary 


because I don't approve of 


Congress 
subsidizing 
these 


people." 


Rhodes was reacting Wednes- 


day to disclosures that clerks 
Thomas Lankford and David 
Ramage reap substantial profits 
and salaries from their priva- 
tely owned print shops, in addi- 
tion to the nearly S15,000-a-year 
salaries they each receive from 
the taxpayers. 


Their print shops, which 


grind out millions of newslet- 
ters, press releases and political 
handbills at bargain rates for 
members of Congress, get free 
space in the basement garage of 
the' Rayburn House 
Office 


Building. They also get free 
Utilities, delivery service and

Each provides free 
printing for his patron in return 
for his House salary. 


The extent of the printing 


operations 
was 
revealed 


publicly for the first time in a 
General Accounting Office audit 
released Tuesday. It showed 
each shop had $1 million in sales 
last year. 


Ramage reaped $41,470 in 


salary from his one-man cor- 
poration, and $60,940 in after- 
tax corporate profits, which the 
firm retained. Lankford got a 
salary of $77,400 and the firm 
earned $43,595 in after-tax 
profits. 


Four previous GAO audits 


were sent to the top Democratic 
and Republican leaders, who 
did not release them publicly. 
That was before Rhodes took 
over the GOP leadership from 
Gerald R. Ford, an old friend of 
Lankford. 


Lankford, who keeps a color 


portrait of the former president 
on his office wall, contributed 


$2,OUU to Ford's 1976 campaign. 


Public records also show that 


Lankford donated at feast $7,000 
since 1968 to two GOP political 
committees, the Republican 
Congressional Boosters Club 


and the National Republican 
Congressional 
Committtee, 


which provide business for him. 


Records checked by The AP 


showed no political donations 
from Ramage.

Buback had warned repea- 


tedly of the likelihood of new 
terrorists attacks since Ihe 
beginning of the year. 


He was West Germany's top 


prosecutor for almost three 
years and was responsible for 
all trials of alleged terrorists. It 
was he who drew up the 354- 
page document of charges 
before Ihc opening in 1975 of the 
trial of Andreas Baador, Ulrikc

Forget The Ethics Bill, 
just Cut Their Tenure! 


.' No one can be certain what the con- 
sequences of the kind of ethics 
legislation Congress is constructing 
for itself will be. There are those who 
question some of the limitations on- 
outside activities, pointing out those 
limitations specifically exclude cer- 
tain professional vocations while not 
touching others. 


The Senate's version, for instance, 


would bar outside income of so much 
as one dollar for members who were 
doctors, lawyers, engineers, real es- 
tate agents, architects, 
insurance 


agents, consultants or anyone engag- 
ing in "activities of a similar 
character." 


Perhaps that is only fitting con- 


sidering the elevated salaries and ac- 
coutrements which now go with the 
position. But Sen. Howard Baker, 
minority leader of the Senate, thinks 
the full-time approach is a step back- 
ward. 


Baker argues that the days when a 


'member of Congress had to rely in 
. part at least on outside employment 


had some distinct advantages. For 
one, the senator or representative 
spent more time back in his district 
where he was accessible to his consti- 
tuents. 


For another, the lawmaker was 


under pressure to keep the legislative 
session as short as possible. There was 
less time for dawdling, fewer pro- 
tracted hearings on matters of little 
consequence. The members met, con- 
ducted the business at hand and went 
home. 


Baker didn't say so, but that 


schedule also kept down the nuisance 
activities many full-time legislatures 
engage in. 


Short sessions keep Congress a body 


representative of a cross section of the 
American people —-not a long-tenured 
special class. An ethics law wouldn't 
be necessary if the Constitution could 
be changed to limit senators to one 
term and representatives to four. 
They'd know then they'd have to go 
back home and pay the taxes they 
applied. You can bet they'd cut taxes. 


The Bay State's 
Second Revolution 


If, as the poet, Longfellow, wrote, it 


was on Boston Common where the 
'Shot was fired that was heard around 
the world, Michael Dukakis, 
the 


governor of Massachusetts, is hearing 
a.post Bicentennial revival of it. 
•::The residents of Nantucket Island 
'and.neighboring Martha's Vineyard 
are saying they want out from the 
Commonwealth if they lose their 
representative to the state legislature. 


This week the Nantucket Islanders 


voted 4-1 in a straw poll to secede 
from Massachusetts if a reapportion- 
ment plan goes through. Two small 
towns on Martha's Vineyard balloted 
even heavier for secession and three 
others are expected to demonstrate 
the same resistance. 


Technically at issue is a 1974 one 


man-one vote referendum 
which 


reduces the size of the legislature and 
drastically reshuffles existing dis- 
tricts. 
: Under a bill drawn by the state 
; house and due for a vote within the 
next few months, Nantucket and 
Martha's Vineyard would be com- 
bined into a new district taking in the 
: southern portion of Cape Cod which is 
a 45-minute ferryboat ride distant. 
.The mainland's denser population 
'than the 8,500 living on Martha's 
Vineyard and the 6,000 residence*! on 
. Nantucket, Island pressage a shift in 
political influence. 


•The legal obstacles to freedom are 


enormous. 


For the two islands to establish 


their own dominion or attach them- 
selves to a neighboring state, Con- 
necticut already having volunteered 
to;accept them, the Massachusetts 
legislature would have to take the 
first approving step. 


The Hon. Dukakis vows he would 
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veto any such bill and if he did, then 
two-thirds of the legislature would 
have to override it. 


The final hurdle is a confirming 


vote from Congress. Even if the 
House approved the secession, the 
very considerable influence of Teddy 
Kennedy in the Senate would proba- 
bly be sufficient to stall the depar- 
ture. 


Underneath the immediate hassle 


in reapportionment is the desire to be 
isolated from the Boston 
power 


structure. 


The picturesque islands attained 


their first eminence as the whaling 
centers for an emerging U.S. 


Today the dollar mainstay 
is 


tourism, backstopped by some farm- 
ing and commercial fishing for 
smaller fish in the 
surrounding 


waters. 


During the height of the tourist 


season the population on Nantucket 
Island will jump five fold to 30,000 
people and Martha Vineyard's will 
rise almost four times to 40,000. 


Even those big spending invaders 


are resented. 


An exception is made for the more 


distinguished resorters, notables such 
as Robert McNamara, the World 
Bank's president, Walter Cronkite, 
the CBS anchorman, Lillian Hellman, 
the author, Katherine Graham, the 
Washington Post's publisher, and 
Beverly Sills, the opera star. Miss 
Sills is even more permanently at- 
tached. She is a voting resident on 
Martha's Vineyard. 


Though not posing a problem by 


itself, this summertime 
influx is 


bound to draw the attention of the 
politicians. 


A few years ago Kennedy, whose 


family has extensive ties to Martha's 
Vineyard, tried to ram a bill through 
Congress giving the federal govern- 
ment almost direct control over the 
islands as national historical sites. 


He sought to thwart potential real 


estate developers from erecting con- 
dominiums and high rise apartments. 


While the plan failed, the islanders 


still seethe against Kennedy's in- 
terference, not that they want their 
landscape cluttered by modernistic 
brick and mortar, only that they 
prefer to handle the question by 
themselves. 


Being redistricted with part of Cape 


Code, which is tourist trap commer- 
cialism at its worst, carries the threat 
of the islands being pulled into the 
same vortex which Kennedy proposed 
to forestall by the bungling hand of 
federal regulation. 


Community privacy is possible only 


if the area is so drab or repulsive as 
to cause visitors to shun it. 


Until Jimmy Carter won the elec- 


tion last year, who, for example, 
would have given even a first thought 
to visiting Plains, Georgia? 


The islands' unique quality is their 


undoing. 
They unwillingly labor under Ralph 


Waldo Emerson's dictum, "let a man 
build a better mousetrap and the 
world will beat a path to his door."

Carter Learning 
About 'System' 


WASHINGTON - What it 


Jimmy Carter mashed the but- 
ton and nothing happened? No 
missiles launched. No bombs 
away. No troop mobilization. 
Just business as usual. 


It sounds preposterous, but in 


almost every sphere of govern- 
ment apart from the Defense 
Department, that scenario is 
more nearly a reality than a 
nightmare. 
* 


As the Carter team is rapidly 


discovering, it's one thing for a 
President to proclaim a new 
policy and quite another to in- 
sure that his orders are carried 
out 
by 
the 
slumbering 


bureaucracy beneath him. 


When Carter took 
office 


following 
eight 
years 
of 


Republican rule, be inherited a 
civilian work force of 2.8 million 
in the executive branch. He and 
his Cabinet 
officers 
have 


authority to replace only about 
2,700 of those employees — less 
than .1 per cent of the total. 


The remainder, including 


hundreds upon hundreds of 
senior level executives in 
policy-making positions, hold 
"career" appointments under 
the protective umbrella of the 
chil service system. 


They are not accountable to 


Carter or his administration. 
Their jobs are safe regardless of 
whether they respond to policy 
directives from the thin layer of 
political appointees at the very 
top or seek to subvert and evade 
those directives. 


Richard Nixon used to rail 


against 
the 
civil 
service 


bureaucracy, complaining the 
government 
was 
full 
of 


Democrats bent on thwarting 
his will. And indeed it was — 
largely because the Dmocrats 
had controlled the White House 
for most of the proceeding 40 
years, and the vast majority of 
those drawn to government ser- 


vice during that period had been 
Democrats. 


So what did Nixon do? He 


launched a full-scale assault on 
the merit system, often with the 
complicity of key Civil Service 
Commission officials. The at- 
tack took a variety of forms, but 
one in particular has wound up 
haunting the Carter adminis- 
tration. 


A pet Nixon technique, largely 


discontinued since his depar- 
ture from Washington, was-to 
place Republicans into political 
appointment positions, then 
rewrite the job descriplion to 
turn these posts into "career" 
slots with full civil service pro- 
tection. 


The result, as the Carter folks 


discovered, is that partisan 
Republicans are "bricked into" 
crucial 
high-level 
jobs 


throughout the government •— 
and the new president can't 
replace them with men and 
women of his own choosing. 


Jim King, chief of the White 


House personnel office, said a 
preliminary study shows 1,262 
jobs that used to be subject to 
presidential appointment have 
simply "disappeared" since 
1970. Most of them didn't, ac- 
tually vanish, of course; they 
'just became "career" appoint- 
ments filled by Republicans. 


King said the Carter people 


are not upset by the laws of pa- 
tronage, per se. 


King said the Carter ad- 


ministration has no taste for 
Mood. There will be no purges, 
he promised. But once the dust 
settles, "I hope we can put 
together some kind of task force 
to take a look at the whole per- 
sonnel structure and determine 
which jobs really ought to be 
career appointments, and which 
are policy-making positions that 
should change when the ad- 
ministration does."

Merchant Marine 


Out In The Cold 


WASHINGTON 
— 
When 


World War H closed, Allen 
Groneman received a document 
from the White House express- 
ing the "heartfelt thanks of the 
nation" for his efforts in helping 
to defeat the axis powers. It was 
the only thanks Groneman got. 
He was a merchant marine in 
the war and his country has 
never been generously grateful. 


Groneman was among more 


than 200,000 civilian sailors who 
made possible the logistics of 
the war victory. They were all 
volunteers, many of them well 
above soldiering age. Tech- 
nically they were noncomba- 
tants; in fact 5,600 of them died, 
and 780 of their strips were sunk, 
a toll that was higher per capita 
than that of the regular navy. 


Groneman is a good example 


of the heroics of the merchant 
marines. He routinely served on 
the North Atlantic run to Mur- 
mansk, the most dangerous 
voyage of the war years. During 
one mission his ship was 
torpedoed, and Groneman and 
his mates spent hours in a raft 
uniting to be rescued. 


Groneman would have rather 


served in the navy, he says. And 
he tried twice to enlist. Fighting 
sailors could be drafted, he was 
told, but somebody had to man 
the ships that kept the allies 
supplied with the guns and am- 
munition they required. 


So it was that Groneman and 


others are not entitled to the 
benefits given regulation ser- 
vicemen. 


Groneman has never qualified 


for G.I. education money, for 
example. In fact he had to sit 
out college for a year because 
veterans were given university 
spots before him. Neither has he 
qualified for a home loan, or for 
G.I. hospitalization. 


And there is something else 


he won't get. A military pen- 
sion. By law all merchant 
marines of World War II were 
required to be naval reservists. 
Many, like Groneman, stayed in 
the reserves for 20 years or 
more. But the law prohibits 
pensions for carter reservists 
who did not spend some of the 
war years on active duty. 


Unfair? Groneman, of Cincin- 


nati, thinks so. And many of 
them are now reaching re- 


tirement age, some of them 
need medical care and other 
help, and their complaints are 
growing. 


Franklin Roosevelt felt so 


strongly about the need for 
merchant marines that he is 
said to have considered making 
them part of the regular navy. 
The story is the maritime 
unions talked him out of it. 


Still, Roosevelt insisted that 


the civilian sailors be as mili- 
tary as possible. So they we're 
uniformed, subjected to mili- 
tary court martial discipline, 
and given the same FOW "pfo- 
tections" as were the regular 
troops. 


Apparently, there are some 


people who would not honor 
merchant marines of the era in 
any fashion. Groneman says 
many people believe the civilian 
sailors were mercenaries, and 
that their "high pay" of the 
time was sufficient reward for 
their service. Many still in the 
navy believe this; so also do 
some congressmen. 


Hence even at a time when 


Congress is considering a Barry 
Goldwater proposal to redefine 
the status of the veterans of the 
Women's Air Force Service 
Pilots (also never eligible for 
the G.I. Bill of Rights), there is 
pessimism that the merchant 


• marines will not be able to 
correct history. 


A breakthrough could be-in 


the 
offing, 
however. The 


Supreme Court is being peti- 
tioned to overturn the law which 
denies naval reserve pension 
rights to merchant marines who 
were not on active duty in the 
war. The argument is that the 
law is discriminatory; and for 
many merchant marines of 
World War H, that's the story of 
their lives.

That gathering place, "the 


church," has an extra special 
meaning to blacks. It's not just 
a periphery but the axis, not 
just for weekly worship but for 
vivifying 
their 
own 
lived 


experience, not just another or- 
ganization, but the framework, 
heart and sinews of their people. 


It instilled in them a revolu- 


tionary secret — that they also 
are God's children. 


"My chosen people) the 


people whom I formed," Isaiah 
42:21 puts it. 


That was the fundamental in- 


sight that preserved their sense 
of 
worth 
and 
self-respect 


through the degradations of 
• slavery, that sustained their 
dignity through the slurs and 
humiliation of socio-economic 
exclusion, that fired their uns- 
tinting struggle for rights en- 
dowed by their creator. 


It reinforced them with a 


universal truth, a beacon of

when conditions all around 
them conspired to contradict it, 
which they sensed had the 
power of the Almighty behind it. 


"For he delivers the needy 


when he calls, the poor and him 
who has no helper," says 
Psalms 72:12-14. "He has pity on 
the weak... and saves the lives 
of the needy. From oppression 
and violence, he redeems their 
life; and precious is their blood 
in his sight." 


This was the potent and nur- 


turing conviction among blacks 
that has made the church their 
strongest cultural institution. 
Whites have myriad other or- 
ganizations, social, political, 
financial, recreational, which 
they dominate and utilize. But 
American blacks generally have 
had only one that was truly their 
own — the black church. 


It is the largest, most power- 


ful and comprehensive black 
movement in America, involv- 
ing 18.5 million blacks in about 
58,000 congregations ,of seven 
major black denominations, 74 
per cent of the nearly 25 million 
blacks in the country, a bigger 
proportion than the 62 per cent 
of the white population actively 
affiliated 
with 
churches. 


Another two million blacks 
belong lo predominantly white 
denominations — about 
a 


million Protestants and a 
million Roman Catholics — al- 
together making 20.5 million 
black Christians. 


"We've had to walk by faith," 


says the Rev. Dr. J.B. Jackson 
of Chicago, president for nearly 
a quarter century of the biggest 
black denomination, the 6.3- 
million-member National Bap- 
tist Convention USA, Inc. "The 
church has been the crucial part 
of our survival," says Bishop 
John Hurst Adams of Waco, 
Tex., president of bishops of the 
1.2-million-member 
African 


Methodist Episcopal church. "It 
kept hope alive for a better 
day." 


Black Baptists total 11.3 


million, also including 4.5 
million in the National Baptist 
Convention of America and 
700,000 in the Progressive Na- 
tional Baptist Convention, Inc., 
their numbers closely trailing 
the 16 million white Baptists.

Bishop E.P. Murchison .of Cin- 
cinnali, executive head of the 
CME church, "is all we've had 
lo hold us together." 


It was the keystone of black 


solidarity. II was Ihe nexus of 
their community life, Iheir 
praying, celebraling,.helping, 
motivating and planning center, 
their refuge, rallying point and 
welfare station, Ihe springboard 
for their strategy and action. It 
was, through Iheir history, "Ihe 
only community where Iheir 
dignity was affirmed," says 
black historian Lawrence Jones. 


It made the Biblical terms for 


human mutuality, "brothers" 
and "sisters," typical of the 
black idiom in general. It kept 
them proud in who and what 
they were, despite the obstacles 
'toil. 


"You are a chosen race, a 


royal priesthood, a holy nation, 
God's own people," firsl Peler 
2.9 assures Christ's followers. 


Black 
religion 
generates 


special qualities, a direct 
kinship with the Biblical narra- 
tives of redemption from suf- 
fering hewn out of their own 
experience, 
a 
sense 
of 


immediate participation and 
present involvement with God's 
liberating purposes, an inluitive 
grasp thai excels mere ra- 
tionalism, a vision thai pas- 
sionately embraces both Ihe 
hereafter and Ihe here and now. 


Because of .ils dislinctive 


elements, it is 
sometimes 


characterized. 
alongside 


Protestantism, Catholicism and 
Judaism, as America's "fourth 
religion." 


Although gleaned initially 


from whiles, black religion is 
not simply a black coaling on a 
white base, but a singular res- 
ponse to a particular history in 
which God was seen as directly 
involved. "Therefore hear this, 
you who are afflicted...," says 
Isaiah 51:21-22. "The Lord your 
God ... pleads the,cause of his 
people." 


That lived relationship has 


produced a special "black 
Iheology" surging through Ihe 
black churches. 


II involves a reclaiming of 


black hislory and culture, 
previously fragmented and vir- 
tually erased in a European- 
derived American culture, a 
restoralion of black conscious- 
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ness, identity and pride that had 
been disparaged in attempts to 
be like whites, and an emphasis 
on the special black experience 
of the bondage, deprivation and 
rejection on which God focuses 
his works of deliverance both in 
the Old and New Testaments. 


The analysis holds that blacks 


especially and specifically have 
passed through a reenactment 
of the Biblical revelation, thus 
making the authentic represen- 
tation of Christian theology 
necessarily black. "Christian 
theology in America must be 
Mack," writes black theologian 
James H. Cone of New York's 
Union Theological Seminary. 


"It is indeed the Biblical wit- 


ness that says that God is a God 
of liberation, who calls to him- 
self the oppressed and abused in 
the nation and assures them 
that his righteousness will vin- 
dicate their suffering... It is in 
his light that black theology is 
affirmed as a 20th century 
analysis of God's work in the 
world." 


While that living link to the 


Biblical theme gives a special 
immediacy to the religion of 
blacks, their churches also 
reflect a totalistic faith that af- 
fects all aspects of life. "The 
church was the only organiza- 
tion black people had," says the 
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Rev. Dr. 
S.S. 
Hodges of 


Washington, D.C., president of 
the Progressive National Bap- 
tist Convention, Inc. Con- 
sequently, it took in all sorts of 
interconnected 
concerns, 


religious, political, artistic and 
social. 


Not only did it take in the 


varied dimensions of life, but 
the black church throughout the 
raciallyi downtrodden years 
looked both to final fulfillment 
in eternity and also to advance 
toward it in this world in the 
unfolding of God's power for 
justice and brotherhood on 
earth. 


In some periods, blacks have 


tended to despair that the 
earthly aspect of the dream 
would ever be realized and 
sometimes have dwelt on what 
seemed a more likely goodness 
only in the hereafter. They 
showed a certain fatalism, akin 
to the religion of Africa, that 
resists desires, recognizing 
their own powerlessness, but 
which still did not lead lo des- 
pair and kept an optimism and 
hope both for the hereafter and 
in the present. 


The .two aspirations in- 


tertwined and black religion al- 
ways 
has 
stressed 
its 


applicability to the present 
scene. 


Gross caricatures have often 


denigrated black religion as 
mostly "sweet bye and bye" 
anticipation of a happy state and 
"golden slippers" in heaven, 
but the fact is that black 
churches 
never 
divorced 


present and future ramifica- 
tions of faith to the extent done 
by whiles at some periods. Since . 
the black church and com- 
munity were interdependent, 
they didn't draw sharp lines 
between the "sacred" and 
"secular" worlds but saw both 
as merged in life. 


Blacks 
originally 
were 


included 
in 
predominancy 


wttte churches in colonial limes 
in America, but most of them 
began leaving about the time 
nationhood started, to form 
their own churches because of 
the onset' of discrimination 
against them. 


They were forced to occupy 


so-called "Negro pews" at the 
back or on the sides, sometimes 
even painted black, or were as- 
signed to sections in the balcony 
with separate side-door en- 
trances. They often had to wait 
until whites had finished com- 
munion before they had access 
lo Ihe Lord's lable. 


Blacks discerned a contradic- 


tion in that practice and the 
gospel teaching, as phrased in 


Henry w. Block 
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Galatians 3:28, that "there is 
neither Jew nor Greek, there is 
neither slave nor free, there is 
neither male nor female; for you 
are all one in Christ Jesus." 


Under the compromising cir- 


cumstances, the wonder was 
that blacks did not abandon 
Christianity altogether. But 
"the churches had demonstrat- 
ed an interest in blacks un- 
matched by any olher dimen- 
sion of society," says black 
sociologisl-historian Joseph R. 
Washington. For a moment in 
history, he says, the church had 
shown itself to be a fellowship 
without barriers of race or 
class, and blacks stuck with it 
as a "source of the power of 
God," 


Black Baptists were the first 


to begin forming Iheir own 
congregations, such as Ihose at 
Silver Bluffs, Ga., in 1723, Pe- 
tersburg, Va!, in 1776 and Rich- 
mond, Va., in 1780. Bui the an- 
lecedenl national body of the 
present major black national 
conventions didn't take shape 
until 1886 in St. Louis. 


Black Methodist denomina- 


lions had their beginnings one 
Sunday morning in 1787 when a 
white deacon of St. George's 
Church in Philadelphia collared 
a black member kneeling at 
prayer and ordered him and 
several others to a balcony. 
They walked out in what has 
been called "the first black 
freedom movement," leading to 
formation in 1816 of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church. 


Other black denominations 


originated 
-in 
similar 


experiences. 


Forged under pressures of 


white racism and blacks' sense 
of their own dignity, Ihe 
separate black church today is a 
distinctive 
phenomenon, 
a 


realm of a people's develop- 
ment, of their aspirations and 
achievemenl, of long memories, 
heavy burdens and surging 
hopes, where black leadership 
emerged, where singers and 
oralors honed Iheir talents, 
where they found the light to 
destiny. 


It is a place of strong feelings, 


where sorrows 
have been 


deeper and joys thus higher, of 
weeping and ecslasies, where 
sermons and gospel songs speak 
direclly lo lives lived, where 
Ihere are lears, laughler and 
shouls of "Yes brother, say it 
true!" 


In the black church, God is 


definitively real, not a figment 
of imagination. He's seen as a 
God "active in history, who does 
things in a physical kind of 
way," says black sociologist- 
Ihcologian C. Eric Lincoln. The 
black preacher, idenlifying with 
the everyday Iroubles and 
yearnings of nis'people, tends to 
depict a "God you can talk to, 
with flesh on his bones, a God of 
power and strength who can 
'deliver you, who responds for 
real when you pray. Who has a 
loud voice, who talks loud and 
walks tall, a real God." 


Communing with that robust 


and mighty presence, praising, 
sharing woes and happiness, the 
black church touches the heart, 
moves the spirit, vibrates with 
song, and it knows the reality 
when it sings that old spiritual, 
"Amazing grace, how sweet the 
sound, that saved a wretch like 
me. I once was lost but now I'm 
found, was bound but now I'm 
free."

Sewing Hints 


By DOROTHY KING 


Some women prefer to give a 


professional and designer touch 
lo a special garment by hand- 
finishing the zipper. 


Even though this application 


is only found in some designer 
originals, there is nothing dif- 
ficult about it and if done 
correctly, it doesn't have to be 
time consuming. 


Follow directions for lapped 


zipper until you are ready for 
the final stitching. Now to speed 
up things, use your zipper foot 
and machine stitch the left side 
as usual. You can get away with 
it because the right side will be 
lapped over the left. 


Now baste right side wilh a 


single strand of regular con- 
trasting thread using even 
lasting slilches. These basting 
slilches will be used later as a 
guide line to achieve perfect 
finishing stilchcs. 


For hand finishing, use a 


single slrand of heavy duty or 
buttonhole twisl. Start working 
at bollom end of opening, 
securing end of thread to inside. 


Bring needle up through all 
thicknesses just inside the 
seamline. Insert needle behind 
point where thread comes out 
taking very small studies 
keeping Ihem evenly spaced us- 
ing basting as a guide. Continue 
the stitches across top of zipper. 


Fasten thread securely on un- 


derside. Remove hand-basting 
stitches. Press. For rein- 
forcement, turn garment wrong 
side out and machine-stitch 
zipper tape only to the seam 
allowance.

PLANNING IS KEY TO SURVIVAL 


Practice Fire Escape Routes 


Most home smoke detectors 


carry a warranty, but none can 
guarantee to save your life. 


"Smoke detectors will nor- 


mally warn you in time to get 
out of the house," says one fire 
safety education expert. "But 
whether you make it or not 
depends on what you do after 
the alarm sounds." 


Trudy McKcoh Daly, fire 


safety-education director of a 
leading insurance company, 
believes that buyers of smoke 
detectors may be misled into 
believing that getting out of a 
burning building is as simple as 
walking out the door. 


Unless 
proper 
escape 


procedures are followed, family 
members may be overcome by 
smoke, 
poison 
gases 
or 


superheated air before they 
reach safety, according to Mrs. 
Daly. 


"Since smoke and heat tend lo 


collect near the ceiling, the 
safest way to get out of a burn- 
ing building is on your hands 
and knees," she says. "And you 
should never fling open a door 
without knowing what's on the 
other side. That could instantly 
suck smoke and flames into the 
room. 


"The sad fact is thai many 


victims die needlessly because 
Ihey don't know how to react to 
a fire," Mrs. Daly adds. 


"The keys to survival are 


knowing what to do in advance 
and 
practicing 
escape 


procedures with your family," 
she says. 


Here are some lips for ad- 


vance, preparation and for safe 


departure after the alarm has 
sounded: 


— Prepare an escape plan 


showing an alternative way out 
of every room in the house in 
case its primary exit is blocked 
by fire. 


— If windows 'must be used as 


the alternative escape route, 
they should be large enough to 
crawl through and easily opened 
by children or older persons. 
Make sure (he windows haven't 
been painted shut and that 
screens or storm windows can 
be opened easily. 


— Conduct regular fire drills 


and establish an outside meet- 
ing place so that it can be de- 
. termined quickly if anyone is 
still in the house. 


— During nighttime hours, 


family members in sleeping 
quarters should be instructed lo 
roll out of bed and crawl along 
the floor to Ihe door. The door 
should not be opened if it is hot 
to the touch or if there is smoke 
seeping around it. Even if there 
are no signs of heat or smoke, 
brace yourself against Ihe door 
and open it carefully. If the way 
is clear, crawl outside and shoul 
lo waken others. 


— If primary escape routes 


arc blocked by fire, crawl to a 
window. Open it from the top as 
well as from the bottom to lei 
smoke oul. Gel yourself outside 
if possible. Ideally, escape 
ladders should be kepi by 
second-story windows if there is 
no-other way to climb down 
safely. 


— Never run through smoke 


in an effort to reach trapped 
people/Get oul of Ihe house firsl 
and use a ladder from Ihe oul- 
side. 


— Make sure Ihal small 


children 
are 
Ihoroughiy

otherwise, Ihey may Iry to es- 
cape by running into a closel or 
by hiding under a bed. They 


• may also run back inlo a burn

Agreeing that America has 


"fattened up" the consumer, 
Stunkard said, "try1 psychology 
to lose weight. Effectiveness of 
weight reduction has improved 
at least 50 per cent through what 
psychologists call 
behavior 


modification (a retraining and 
changing of eating habits). 


"The maintenance of weight 


loss is more important than 
what is lost initially," says 
Stunkard. "By that standard, 
the 
behavior 
modification 


approach is consistently more 
successful 
than 
any other 


weight loss method." 


Slunkard says that it is im- 


possible to estimate how many 
overweight or obese persons 
there are in this country, but 
surveys indicate that obesity is 
rampant, and it is time for a 
rclcarning experience in nutri- 
tion. 


Stunkard is most recognized 


by his "Write Your Waistline 
Away" program. Obese patients 
keep a diary of all consumption, 
and how they feel when eating. 
Just keeping records helps pa- 
tients start losing weight as they 
become aware of how much they

PONTIAC. Mich. (AP) — The 


largest single outbreak of bo- 
tulism poisoning in U.S. history 
continued to grow Wednesday as 
the number of confirmed cases 
climbed to 45. 


All the victims ate home- 


canned green peppers at a 
Mexican food restaurant in 
Pontiac. 


Three of the five latest vic- 


tims were discovered Tuesday 
evening when Oakland County 
health officials examined and 
took specimens from some M 
persons • whom officials felt 
remained potential poisoning 
victims. 


Officials said the danger 


period for persons not already 


ill — vrtw ate at the restaurant 
between Monday and Thursday 
of last week — would continue at 
least through this coming 
Friday. 


The victims were being treat- 


ed at sis hospitals in Michigan 
and Ohio. Three patients at St. 
Joseph Mercey Hospital in Pon- 
tiac have been described as cri- 


tical. 


The peppers had been canned 


by a former employe, officials 
said, and were used at th* res- 
taurant in violation of a state 
law against commercial es- 
tablishments serving home- 
canned food. 


The peppers were mixed into 


a hot sauce used in nachos after 


the cook mistakenly thought he 
had run out of freih peppers. 


The poisoning 
has been 


described by officials it the 
federal Center tor Disease Con- 
trol in Atlanta at the wont bo- 
tulism outbreak in the nation's 
history. The old record of 29 
cases in 1921, also occurred in 
Michigan.

GM Man Says Public Wants Big Cars

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) 


— Government officials 
and conservationists who 
want to-end America's 
love affair with the big car 
got little support from of- 
ficials of the nation's lar- 
gest auto manufacturer 
Wednesday. 


"You end up providing 


what the public wants," 
declared Joseph B. Bid- 
well, executive director of 
the General Motors Corp. 
research laboratories. 


He said GM cannot by 


itself eliminate big ears, 
even if it wanted to. 


"The 
competition 


makes it difficult for us to 
do that unilaterally," he 
said. "If we decided to 
build nothing but small 
cars, our competition is 
going to sell big cars, and 


we may soon be building 
nothing." 


And the statements of 


other GM officials at a 
company-sponsored 
luncheon indicated that 
the corporation remains 
wedded to a lighter, 
slightly shorter version of 
the traditional big car. 


Bidwell was one of a 


team of GM executives 
who appeared

reducing the weight of GM 
cars, and of reducing the 
overall size of some 
models in an effort to 
reduce fuel use.

Smith suggested that 


governmental attempts to 
legislate the size of cars 
amounts to unwarranted 
tampering with the na- 
tion's economic system.

that it just doesn't work," 
Smith declared. 


"All good intentions

policymakers must take 
care that they do not wor- 
sen it," he said. 


"When you try to sell 


something people do not 
want to buy, the customer 
will exercise Tiis freedom 
of choice and simply buy 
nothing at all," Smith 
said.

guerrillas filter back into the 
south. Israel

served notice it would not allow 
them In use southern Lebanon 
again as a base for raids across 
the border. The Christians also 
wanted the Palestinians neu- 
tralized and grabbed control of 
villages in the former Pales- 
tinian stronghold.

The war erupted again.. • 
The Christian forces are get- 


ting material and artillery 
support from Israel, and the 
Palestinians say they are "the 
fingers in an Israeli glove" 
reaching into Lebanon. 


Tlje Syrians, who sent their 


army into Lebanon last June to 
help the Christians in the civil 
war, now are pulling the 
strings the other way. Al 
Baath, 
the 
newspaper 
of 


Syria's ruling Baath Socialist 
party, said Israel was trying to 
"undermine 
the 
guerrilla 


movement 
and 
create 


security belt in south Lebanon" 
with the help of "certain local 
forces, ... but Syria will not 
allow this situation to con- 
tinue." 


The Syrians^are still keeping 


their troops out of the border 
area because of Israeli threats 


• of military action. But this 
week they allowed the Saiqa 
Palestinians whom they control 
to shell Christian positions. 


"It seems like an invitation 


to dance with Israel," said 
Don1 Chamoun, son of Chris- 
tian warlord Camille Chamoun. 
"It looks like they're asking 
Israel to do something about 
it." 


The seesaw war in the back- 


ward countryside is primarily 
a fight for high ground and 
access routes, Often within half 
a mile of exploding artillery 
shells and sniping, one can see 
farmers plowing their fields, 
children playing in village 
streets and women bearing 
water on their heads.

vitamins, minerals and diges- 
tive aids. 


Three of the four showed 


weight loss of 24 to 123 pounds,- 
and two were able to keep their 
weight down after they went 
home from the hospital. 


The third gained weight after 


going home but still was 24 
pounds lighter than when the 
study started. The fourth pa- 
tient lost weight while in the 
hospital, but ended up 33 pounds 
heavier after being released.

Gasoline Experiment Paying Off

CHARLESTON, S.C. (AP) - 


An experiment by Exxon to find 
out whether more customers 
would be willing to pay cash for 
gasoline if they could get a dis- 
count seems to have been suc- 
cessful, dealers and company 
officials say. 


"It's been working well. I 


think it has helped business," 
says Lee McCaskill, one of the 
£ dealers who are participating 
in the program. "I think people 
are watching their pennies now 
and two cents a gallon makes a 
difference." 


The program began in Sep- 


tember 
in Charleston and 


Abilene, Tex. 


"I had a few credit card cus- 


tomers who felt like they were 
being discriminated against, 
but now everybody seems to be 
well satisfied," McCaskill says. 


Under the experiment, mo- 


torists who pay cash for 
gasoline instead of banding the 
dealer a credit card get a dis- 
count of two cents per gallon. A 
customer who is willing to 
pump his own gas can realize 
substantial savings. 


A gallon 
of regular 
at 


McCaskiU's full sen-ice island 
costs £1.9 cents. Someone who 
pays cash can get it for two 
cents less than that. At the self 
service 
island, 
McCaskill 


charges 96.9 cents per gallon, 
with a two-cent discount for 
cash. This means a person who 
is willing to pump his own gas 
and pay cash can save himself 
$1.40 every time he fills up a 
20-gallon tank.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — In an attempt to dispel criticism, the 


Michigan Citizens Lobby board of directors has voted to disclose' 
the amounts of future contributions to the group. The vote Wed- 
nesday night by the nine-member board was unanimous, said the 
group's founder and co-director, Douglas Ross. The group's past 
policy has been to disclose names of contributors, but not 
amounts. A published report Tuesday focused on that policy and 
suggested it is at odds with the group's campaigns for political 
reform and accountability in government. Rumors have circulated 
in Lansing that the lobby's principal benefactor is the United Auto 
Workers union. Ross and Sam Fishman, director of the UAWs 
political arm, say the UAW contributed only a small part of the 
lobby's $63,899 budget in 1976. 


New Threat Trial Opens 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — A retrial for a Michigan man 


accused of threatening the life of former President Gerald Ford 
got underway in federal court Wednesday. Patrick Scott, 26, of 
Kalkaska, was convicted at Marquette in December 1975 of 
making the threat. But that verdict was set aside by the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. The appeals court ordered another trial 
on grounds that remarks by U.S. Dist. Court Judge Wendell Miles 
might have influenced the jurors to make a hurried decision. 
Scott's second trial before Miles is expected to be completed 
Thursday. The threats Scott is accused of making occurred in 
June 1975 just before Ford visited Mackinac Island. At the time, 
Scott was in jail. 


DNA Research Controls Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeing "no reasonable alternative," the 


Carter administration is calling for government controls on 
recombinant DNA research. "Only continued research, proceed- 
ing under strict safeguards, will tell us whether these restrictions 
must continue in force or whether they can be relaxed at some 
time in the future," Health, Education and Welfare Secretary 
Joseph A. Califano Jr. told a Senate health subcommittee on 
Wednesday. The subcommittee is considering legislation to allow 
the controversial genetic research to continue only under federal 
control. Concern has been expressed thai genetic manipulation 
research, which may be of use in developing superior crops or 
improved medicines, might also create new, incurable diseases. 


New Birth-Control Method Ready? 


CHICAGO (AP) — A birthcontrol method involving a single in- 


jection that might be effective for as long as three years is ready 
for testing on humans, a medical researcher says. Gopi N. Gupta, 
senior scientist at the Population Council in New York, said Wed- 
nesday a tiny pellet that can be injected under the skin of either 
men or women may prevent conception for up to three years. He 
said the pellet differs from other experimental under-the-skin 
contraceptives because it does not require surgical removal after 
its period of effectiveness expires. If someone injected with the 
pellet changes his or her mind during its life span, however, it can 
be removed by a minor incision. Gupta cautioned that it will take 
several years before scientists can determine whether the pellet is 
safe and effective in humans. 
New Hay Fever Remedy Found 


CHICAGO (AP) — Eleven injections over a three-hour period 


might end a hay fever sufferer's problems for a year. Dr. Mary H. 
Loveless of Westport, Conn., said she has found that the shot- 
taking session can provide protection as effective as 20 trips to the 
allergist. Allergists now prefer a yearrouhd series of 20 or more 
injections, spaced two to eight weeks apart. Some treatments 
consist of seven shots, three to seven days apart. Under the 
procedure described by Dr. Loveless Wednesday, nine to 11 in- 
jections are administered during a single visit.

NEW YORK (AP) — The

"Think of it, the Phillies, 


need 2.2 million ticket-buyers 
just to break even," said Chris 
Ritz, a senior researcher who 
used to concern himself mainly 
with such statistics as Mike 
Schmidt's RBIs. 


A few years ago a club 


needed only about 850,000 paid 
admissions to break even. By 
1976 it is estimated that clubs 
needed an average of 1.5 
million fans to meet payrolls. 
But average home attendance 
was only 1.25 million. 


Ritz 
and Jim 
Emshoff, 


director of the center and as- 
sociate professor at the Whar- 
ton School, one of the nation's 
top sources of management 
talent, want to see the big 
league continue, so they agreed 
to work on some strategies. 


And they ask your help by

Many owTtcrs are said to be

Compounding the problem 


will be the tendency of free 
agents to relocate to the rich,

On South Haven Fees

SOUTH HAVEN - Season 


slipholders at the South Haven 
municipal marina will pay the 
city's rental rates this summer, 
but next summer they will pay 
rates established by the state 
. Waterways commission. 


That compromise decision 


was announced jointly yester- 
day by South Haven City 
Manager Paul Sharon and Keith 
Wilson, director of the state 
Waterways commission, and 
ends a two-month controversy 
over what boaters would pay for 
slips this summer. 


The rates set by the council in 


December call for a seasonal fee 
of $9.50 per lineal foot of boat 
and those rates will be in effect 
this summer. 


The controversy flared in 


February when the state water- 
ways commission rejected the 
city's rates and ordered higher 
fees based on the length of the 
boat wells rather than boat 
length. 


The state-mandated rates will. 


go into effect next year under 
the agreement. Those rates will 
be $300 for 32-foot boat wells, 
$500 for 45-foot wells and $700 
for 60-foot wells. City officials 
estimate that those rates could 
increase rental fees for some 
boaters as much as 30 to 40 per 


cent. 


The marina was built in 1969 


and funded jointly by the city 
and state commission, giving 
the state some control over 
marina operations. 


Wilson said yesterday that one 


of the main factors which led to 
the compromise on the rate 
controversy was the fact that 
some contracts for seasonal 
slips had been sent out and re- 
turned by seasonal renters 
based on the city rates. Sharon 
said 15 contracts were involved. 


"We don't want to alienate 


everyone in the marina," Wil- 
son said, "and because some 
contracts were at the city's 
rates we felt it would not create 


a desirable atmosphere to'force 
a change." Wilson 
added, 


though, that he thought the city 
could have broken those con- 
tracts without much problem. 


Wilson said the higher state 


rates were an attempt on the 
part of the state to show that a 
lack of private marina develop- 
ment in the state "isn't due to 
subsidation (of public marinas) 
on the part of the stale." 


The agreement between the 


city and state also stated that 
the city would secure approval 
from the Waterways commis- 
sion in the 
future 
before 


validating any contracts for 
seasonal slipholders.

Clark Ousted At San Francisco 
Thomas Begins Fourth NFL Post Amid Controversy 


MONTE CLARK 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The new owners of 


the San Francisco 49ers told Coach Monte Clark 
that despite his winning start with the team, 
their man Joe Thomas would now be his boss. 


Take it or leave it, they added, so Clark left it. 
Although 49ers President Edward J. DeBar- 


toto Jr. wouldn't say the coach was fired, Clark 
said Wednesday, "There's no way I'd resign." 


Thomas, who signed a longterm contract as 


general manager after the DeBartolo Corp. as- 
sumed ownership of the National Football 
League franchise last week, thus begins life in 
his fourth NFL post amid instant controversy. 


"You can't always be popular in this game," 


the 56-year-old Thomas said at Wednesday's 
news conference, which had been scheduled to 
introduce the new management but instead fea- 
tured the announcement of Clark's departure. 


"I benched Johnny Unitas," the 49'ers' new 


general manager reminded even-one, recalling 
his early days with the Baltimore Colts. He has 


helped build NFL winners in Baltimore, Miami 
and Minnesota. 


Thomas said he was "the man in the middle" 


in last year's feud at Baltimore between Coach 
Ted Marchibroda and owner Robert Irsay, and 
he could be in the same spot now. 


The DeBartolo family, before obtaining con- 


trol of the team for $17 million, told Thomas that 
if they ever were able to buy an NFL franchise 
they wanted him to run the show. 


Clark, who has three years to go on his con- 


tract, was offered an extension to five years and 
an immediate raise from 857,500 to 875,000 a 
year if he'd stay on as coach and turn over other 
authority to Thomas. 


"I felt it wouldn't be possible to accept their 


terms and still be an effective coach,'" said 
Clark, the former Miami Dolphins assistant 
coach who guided the -49ers to an 8-6 finish in 
1976, their first winning season since 1972.

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AUGUSTA, Ga. ( AP) — It's Arnie's Army — those worshipping, 


unflagging fans — that stoke the fire in Arnold Palmer's golf 
dubs. But even then, Arnic says, the fire sometimes goes out. 


"The fans — they're the reason I'm still playing," the 47-year- 


old links legend said, contemplating his 23rd tee-off today in the 
Masters Tournament. "I don't feel that much of an obligation to 
the sponsors, the game itself or my personal pride anymore. 


"The fans want me to play. They tell me so in thousands of let- 


ters. So I play — play perhaps more than I should. 


"I'm inspired, but this creates a serious problem^ In the early 


days I played my behind off to finish as high as I could — 10th or 
15th. Today that's not good enough. It's not enough just to finish 
high. They want me to win. 


"I am sure it has cost me tournaments. When I see I ean't win, 


it takes some of the Tire out." 


Afire or cold as a herring. Palmer continues to create magnetic 


sparks in the game, particularly here at Augusta where his 
popularity and flare for drama'turned the Masters into one of the 
premier events of sports. 


This was never more apparent than Wednesday, the final prac- 


tice day, when Palmer played nine holes with the defending 
champion, Ray Floyd, and long-hitting Tom Weistopf, one of the 
tournament favorites. 


H was a onesomo and a twosome. Moving from green to tee, 


Floyd and Weiskopf proceeded almost without interruption while 
Palmer was besieged by hordes — men voicing encouragement, 
"Go get *cm, Arnie," goggle-eyed ladies, and tykes no bigger than 
a six-iron. 


"I don't know why the kids keep coming around." Arnie said, 


signing every sliver of paper thrust- in his grasp. "Some weren't 
even born when I began winning here." 


Once when Palmer nailed a drive down the middle of the fair- 


way, somebody in the gallery yelled,. "This is the year, Arnic." 
Then came an echo from another direction, "Yeah, if you'll start 
putting." 


It hasn't been Arnie's year since early 1973, when he won the 


Hope Classic. He hasn't captured a major crown since the 1964 
Masters, his fourth in seven years. 


His hair has streaks of gray now. He holds a menu two feet away 


to read the small print and he cocks his head when spoken to 
because his hearing is not so good in .one ear. But he can still 
smash a golf ball off the tee and. even with an ordinary shot, turn 
a golf crowd into screaming frenzy. 


Palmer won his first Masters in 1958, the year he got a two- 


stroke favorable ruling after imbedding a ball in the bank on No. 
12, and he qualified for a second green coat in 1960, chipping in for 
a birdie on the 17th. 


Palmer won in 1962 and again in 1964, although he said that's the 


year his putting started going bad. 


"I hurt my back in 1966," he added, "and it seemed all the zip

listed as deserters — would take 
advantage of the new authoriza- 
tion.

and Hollywood troops over vot- 
ing procedures for the Emmy 
awards show NBC will air May 
15. despite threats of massive 
star boycotts. 


In January, when the fighting 


got hot. talk show host David 
Susskind, 
whose 
firm 
is 


producing Monday's show, in- 
vited a blue ribbon panel of TV 
gurus to New York to discuss a 
TV critics' circle. 


'Mention was made of, ah, 
setting up an awards show. A 


few critics reconsidered, tipiwd 
their derbies and withdrew. 
Those w ho stayed set up various 
categories 
and 
nominated 


various shows. 


Then Susskind's emporium 


sent out ballots to TV grumblers 
in 100 cities, asking them to vote 
on the nominated snows. 


As with the Emmys, there've 


been harsh words about this 
awards show, not by entertain- 
ment folks, but by 10 TV' critics 
in major cities who detect 
sinister Implications in the 
thing. 


Last month, they took out an 


ad in Variety, the show-biz bi- 
ble, denouncing the show as "an 
effort to destroy the adversary 
relationship between the press 
and the TV industry." 


They claimed the critics 


didn't set up a critics' group, 
that only Susskind did, and for 
only one reason — establish- 


ment of an awards show "that 
will boost the fortunes of Mr. 
Susskind." 


Mr. Susskind's office claims 


this is not his intent and says 
neither he nor CBS own rights to 
a second TV critics' circle show. 
It says the show's future will 
rest with the critics.

reference, have stayed out of 
this whole hoo-hah, pleading 
temporary' apathy. But it's time 
to speak out. 


This is a very important mat-

When be could not 
produce discharge papers, he 
was arrested for being absent 
without leave and taken to Ft. 
Knox, Ky,, as a prisoner. 


Florea said he produced 


records to show he had tried to 
clarify his status with the Army 
and that Army investigators ac- 
cepted them.

A bill that 
would do the same thing for 
widows of World War I veterans 
is planned in the House this 
year. 


There is also legislation that 


would give World War I 
veterans the same high priority 
in VA hospitals as Spanish 
American War veterans. 


The number of Spanish 


American War survivors has 
dwindled to under 500. By con- 
trast, there are approximately

million World War II 


veterans. 


The VA says 10 per cent, or 


$1.8 billion of its $18.8 billion 
budget for fiscal 1976, went for 
benefits to World War I veterans 


and their survivors. 


In February of this year 46,625 


received compensation checks 
for disabilities incurred during 
or aggravated by their military 
service.

method of harvesting white 
blood cells needed to save the 
lives of thousands of cancer pa- 
tients has been developed by a 
Pennsylvania doctor. 


The technique can get billions 


more of a donor's white blood 
cells than the previous method 
and can be used safely in any 
hospital or blood bank, said its 
originator,-Dr. Isaac Gjerassi, a 
blood specialist with Mercy 
Catholic Hospital in Darby, Pa. 


It is a development of "the 


first order of significance" said 
Dr. Frank J. Rauscher Jr., 
senior

for 


research of the 
American 


Cancer Society. 


Some persons undergoing 


treatment for cancer need white 
blood cell transfusions because 
anti-cancer drugs often disable 
a body's machinery for making 
the cells, which fight infections. 


Current harvesting of the 


cells requires machines costing 
$17,500 to $40,000. A donor is 
hooked to the system, which can 
separate white cells and return 
the red blood cells to the donor. 


Perhaps 100,000 cancer pa- 


tients a year need this white cell' 
protection, but only a small 
percentage get it, Gjerassi said. 
Easy availability of the cells al- 
so could permit wider use of ef- 
fective anti-cancer drugs, he 
added. '.... 


In addition, the process could 


be important for persons whose 
while cells were depleted by 
other diseases or for persons 
receiving transplanted organs 
and taking drugs that affect na- 
tural defenses against infec- 
tions.

PBB Is Seeping Out Of 
Landfill

'\ LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 
PBB is definitely present in 
groundwatcr beneath a Gratiot 
County landfill, says a state 
geologist who will recommend 
that the area be monitored for 
several years to insure no PBB 
gets into drinking water. 


B. P. Shah, supervisor of en- 


vironmental geology at the 
Department 
of 
Natural 


Resources said Wednesday that 
five of six samples taken from 
.DNR wells at the edge of the 
20-acre landfill showed levels of 
polybrominated 
biphenyl 


(PBB), a toxic fire relardaht 


chemical. 


The highest level found was .5 


parts per billion, he said. 


"We still need more inves- 


tigation away from the site to 
gain some knowledge of the 
direction in which the ground- 
water is flowing," Shah said. 


Then, he added, he will 


recommend continuous moni- 
toring of groundwater for PBB. 
perhaps for 10 years or more. 
Improvements also should be 
made to the landfill to try to 
contain the tainted water, he 
said. 


Shah has directed state efforts 


to determine the hazard of some 
269.000 pounds of chemical 


wastes — most of it PBB — that 
was dumped at the landfill by 
the Michigan Chemical Co. of 
nearby St. Louis. 


The dumping was done 


between 1971 and 1973 without 
permission from local health 
officials. 
PBB 
apparently 


leaked out of the landfill into 
underground water. 


Tests of wells at nearby farms 


have found no PBB. but Shah 
said there's no doubt that the 
tainted groundwater is slowly 
moving away from the landfill 
toward private wells. 


It's not known, however, how 


fast or in which directions it's 
moving and whether nearby 


wells draw their supplies from 
the same level beneath the 
ground which contains the 
PBB-tainted water, Shah said. 


Geologists suspect the PBB- 


tainted water flows away un- 
derground toward the northeast 
and southwest, but that has not 
been confirmed. 


The well closest to the landfill 


is only a few hundred feet av&y, 
but Shah says he does not 
believe water from the landfill 
will ever supply that well. 


Other wells that could be 


tainted by the water in the fu- 
ture are 1,500 to 2,000 feet away, 
Shah said. 


He said special wells would 


probably 
be dug 
midway 


between the landfill and private 
wvlls so officials could monitor 
for PBB-tainted groundwater 
flowing toward the farms. 


PBB was manufactured by 


Michigan 
Chemical 
Co., 


between 1971 and 1974. Some 
was accidentally mixed with 
Michigan livestock feed in 1973, 
contaminating the food supply 
and forcing the destruction of 
thousands of livestock. 


Some scientists now arc 


worried that PBB that built up 
in the bodies of Michigan 
residents may cause health 
problems in the future.

Gov. William Milliken said

for part of the air base would be 
a prison of about 400 inmates.

The governor said if the

Hiere soon will be no place to hide for husbands, 


ex-husbands and/or fathers who skip supporting 
their families. Whether they flee from the nation's 
wealthiest areas or our worst slums, federal and 
state officials are now geared to track down fathers 
who leave their families and duck child-support 
payments.

American men have left their 
families and have failed to 
provide child support. We, the 
taxpayers, are burdened with a 
bill of $8.5 billion a year under 
the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program. 


All mothers applying for wel- 


fare must, by law, name the 
father of the child except in 
cases involving rape, incest and 
adoption or certain situations 
that might endanger the child. 
Federal records from the IRS, 
Social Security and Defense 
Department are made available 
to local welfare departments to 
help locate the fathers. 


The Parent Locator Service, 


as part of a computerized 
project, tracks down fathers 
who 
have 
disappeared. 


Requests 
coming into the 


Washington-based facility are 
reaching 15,000 a month. The 
PLS has located about 70 per 
cent of the fathers to date. 


A return of $5 for every $1 in- 


vested in the program is 
projected in a study for the 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department by Arthur Young 
and Co. Even a $3 to $1 recovery 
rate would more than make the 
program worthwhile, the HEW 
study points out. 


A recovery of $100 million a 


year is expected in New York, 
New Jersey, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands alone, says 
Joseph E. Steigman, deputy 
regional director of the HEW's 
Office of Child Support Enfor- 
cement. Adds Steigman: 


"Parents can no longer desert 


with impunity and assume that 
someone else will pay the cost of 
supporting their children."

Title 4-D of the Social Security 


Act, as amended, provides for a 
central locator service and 
reimburses the states for enfor- 
cement actions they are man- 
dated to take.

The U.S. Treasury is bearing 


75 per cent of the cost of finding 
deserting parents and fathers of 
children born out of wedlock. 
The states are obligated to help 
track down and recover support 
funds from such parents if they 
change residence to another 
state. 


An early benefit is the 


increased cooperation of unwed 
mothers to establish paternity 
with the "putative father" ac- 
cepting his obligation for child 
support without a paternity 
trial. 


"Many fathers do have the 


capacity to pay," Steigman 
emphasizes, "but the states 
didn't have the machinery or 
the perseverance to go after 
them, especially if they cross 
state lines." 


If a state doesn't do what is 


required, it is assessed a 5 per 
cent penalty against the welfare 
fund (which can be hefty). New 
Jersey, for instance, gets 50 per 
cent of its welfare costs from 
the federal government. 


The system may be used by 


families not on welfare. All 
families must be provided with 
the same services no matter 
what their incomes, if the 
families so request. In this ca- 
tegory, HEW reimburses the 
states for 75 per cent of the 
locator costs but allows the 
states to charge the families for 
an amount not to exceed the cost 
of the remainder of the services. 


The law authorizes federal 


district courts to act. Regional
